Attorney Charles Cooper, who is repre- 
senting Proposition 8 sponsors, said it’s too 
difficult to know the effects of gay marriage 
on traditional marriage because the practice 
is stiU so new 

Only five states have opened the institution 
to same-sex couples, and three of them had 
them imposed on them by judges, he said.

BLAGOJEVICH APOLOGIZES FOR SAYING 
HE’S ^BLACKER THAN BARACK OBAMA’

Former Gov Biagojevich has long thought his 
best chance of beating the sweeping federal 
charges against him is to take his case directly 
to the public, whether it’s been through dozens 
of media interviews, writing a book or just glad- 
handing the man on the street. 

But things haven’t always gone swimmingly 
On Monday Biagojevich moved swiftly to apol- 
ogize for saying in an Esquire magazine inter- 
view that he is “blacker than Barack Obama.” 

Even before many had heard about the 
interview, Biagojevich was standing outside 
his North Side home pointing out that it was a 
dumb thing to say 

“What I said was stupid, stupid, stupid,” said 
Biagojevich, using the word i6 times in all in 
a few minutes. “I deeply apologize for the way 
that was said and having said it. Obviously, I am 
not blacker than President Obama.” 

It has been part of the Biagojevich defense 
strategy to give the public as much of the former 
governor as it can take— and then some. It has 
surely crossed his mind that he is speaking to pro- 
spective jurors when he appears on a seemingly 
endless cycle of TV news shows or when he takes 
a crack at reality T\^ as he will do this spring. 

And this is not his first gaffe. Last month 
Biagojevich left some wondering what— or 
if— he was thinking when he signed a copy of 
the U.S. Constitution with his trademark “f ’n 
golden” line. 

A student at a University of Chicago 
book signing asked him to sign near the 17th 
Amendment, which covers the appointment of 


senators. Biagojevich is, of course, accused of 
trying to sell the Senate seat vacated by Obama, 
among other charges. 

But in his remarks to Esquire, Biagojevich 
may have come dangerously close to alienating 
himself with a group he hopes to have on his 
side: African-Americans. He has long gone out 
of his way to portray himself as a staunch ally 
of the black community, well before naming 
Roland Burris to Obama’s seat. 

Just after his arrest in December 2008, he 
very publicly invited a group of black ministers 
to pray with him, and even Monday after his 
apology, he appeared on WVON to apologize 
again to that station’s mostly black listeners. 

His criminal-defense team was quick to try 
to explain what Blago meant in his comments 
to Esquire. Attorney Sam Adam Jr. said his cli- 
ent was just trying to voice frustration that so 
many politicians had made unfilled promises to 
the black community 

“He wishes that he could still be working for 
them,” Adam said. “That’s what he was trying 
to say It was a stupid metaphor for a real frus- 
tration.” 

But Biagojevich allegedly also managed to 
use a slur directed at women, apparently aim- 
ing the barb at Illinois Atty Gen. LisaMadigan, 
though he denied Monday using the four-letter 
word with the interviewer. 

Veteran criminal-defense lawyers who know 
full well what Biagojevich has been intending 
to do by staying in the public eye were startled 
by the Esquire material— especially the Obama 
remark. 


WHAT NOT TO DO 

Jonathan Bernstein, a California-based 
crisis-management expert, said he holds 
up Blagojevich’s PR strategy as an example 
of what not to do when giving lectures or 
meeting with clients. 

“His tactic flies in the face of crisis- 
management rationale and most legal 
rationale,” he said. 

Biagojevich told the Tribune last year 
that he has turned down dozens of offers, 
including a contract with a minor league 
baseball team and a stint on an HBO reality 
show about a Nevada brothel. But many of his 
other public appearances-he joined Donald 
Trump’s reality show “Celebrity Apprentice” 
after a judge barred him from traveling to 
Costa Rica to star on “I’m a Celebrity Get Me 
Outta Here!”-suggest he and his team have 
placed financial gain above personal pride, 
Bernstein said. 



Less shocking, they said, was the ex-gover- 
nor’s immediate apology 

“I think he realized he stepped in a pile of 
dog poo,” said attorney Joseph Lopez, who has 
a reputation for making eyebrow-raising state- 
ments himself on behalf of clients. 

Biagojevich was clearly trying to send a mes- 
sage that he identifies with African-Americans 
and understands their world, Lopez said. But 
the remark backfired, the lawyer said. 

Blagojevich’s mea culpa comes two days after 
Senate President Harry Reid (D-Nev) also 
apologized for comments he made about the 
president’s skin color. A new book alleges Reid 
once referred to Obama in 2008 as a “light- 
skinned” African-American “with no Negro 
dialect unless he wanted to have one.”

WASHINGTON Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid sought to slam 
the book shut Monday on a controversy stemming from remarks 
about President Obama’s race and dialect, and a string of forgiving 
statements from prominent blacks made clear his leadership post 
is not in immediate jeopardy 

“IVe apologized to the president,” he said, and to everyone 
“within the sound of my voice that I could have used a better 
choice of words,” He spoke in Apex, Nev; his first public com- 
ments since the issue flared over the weekend, 

“ril continue to do my work for the African-American commu- 
nity ,„ Pm not going to dwell on this anymore,” he added. 

While nationally prominent Democrats ranging from Obama 
to the Rev, A 1 Sharp ton have rallied to his side, the effects of the 
gaffe in Reid’s home state of Nevada is unpredictable. The 70 -year- 


old majority leader is seeking re-election this fall, and recent polls 
show him trailing potential Republican rivals. 

Republicans have called on Reid to step down as majority leader, 
a move that would undermine his re-election chances in Nevada, 
where he is running as a powerful senior lawmaker who can deliver 
for his home state, 

Reid’s remarks in his home state were his first in public since the 
weekend disclosure that he had described Obama during the 2008 
presidential campaign as alight-skinned African-American “with 
no Negro dialect, unless he wanted to have one,” Those reflections 
appear in a new book “Game Change” by Time magazine’s Mark 
Halperin and Newark magazine’s John Heilemann, 

Reid swiftly telephoned his apologies to the president, who 
accepted them and issued a statement saying, ‘As far as I am con- 
cerned, the book is closed,”

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Prosecutors seek notes, grades 
from Northwestern students who 
investigated murder conviction

Journalistic heavy hitters lent support Monday to an effort to 
toss out a prosecutors’ subpoena for notes, grades and other 
materials from Northv^estern University journalism students, 
an investigator and their professor in connection with the case 
of a man the students argue was wrongfully convicted. 

The Cook County state’s attorney’s office also subpoenaed 
videos, grading criteria and more from a Medill Innocence 
Project investigation into the case of Anthony McKinney, con- 
victed of the 1978 shotgun murder of a Harvey security guard. 

Attorneys for the school have fought the subpoena, saying the 
students, professor David Protess and private investigator Sergio 
Serritellawere all working as journalists when they gathered affi- 
davits, documents and videotaped interviews. 

An attorney representing the Chicago Tribune, the NewTbrk 
Times, the Chicago Sun-Times, CBS News, the Washington Post 
and the Hearst Corp. — in addition to a dozen more newsgather- 
ing organizations— filed a brief in Cook County Circuit Court 
opposing the the forced surrender of the material. 

“I think the point of the {filing] is to explain to the court the 
importance that a large number of journalism organizations give 
to the position that Northwestern and Mr. Protess are taking 
here,” said the media group’s attorney, David Sanders of the 
Chicago-based firm of Jenner and Block. “These are important 
issues.” 

In November, the state’s attorney’s office filed documents 
in the case laying out allegations by various witnesses of brib- 
ery and improper influence exerted on the part of the Medill 
Innocence Project. The students, Protess and Serritella all deny

the accusations. 

In response to that November filing, attorneys for 
Northwestern University filed yet another brief today in sup- 
port of the judge throwing out the subpoena. 

Protess, the Northwestern professor who created the Medill 
Innocence Project, said he was pleased to have backing for his 
argument that reporter shield laws protect his students. 

“We received support from the national media as well as our 
friends in the local media for the positions we’ve taken all along,” 
Protess said after Judge Diane Gordon Cannon ruled that she 
would accept the amicus, or friend of the court, briefs. 

Also filed Monday was a support brief by organizations includ- 
ing the Student Press Law Center and the Society of Professional

Pope: God wants the 
world to go green 


VATICAN CITY Pope Benedict XVI 
denounced the failure of world lead- 
ers to agree to a new climate change treaty in 
Copenhagen last month, saying Monday that 
world peace depends on safeguarding God’s 
creation. 

He issued the admonition in a speech to 
ambassadors accredited to the Vatican, an 
annual appointment during which the pontiff 
reflects on issues the Vatican wants to highlight 
to the diplomatic corps. 

Benedict has been dubbed the “green pope” 
for his increasingly vocal concern about protect- 
ing the environment, an issue he has reflected 
on in encyclicals, during foreign trips and most 
recently in his annual peace message. Under 
Benedict’s watch, the Vatican has installed 
photovoltaic cells on its main auditorium to 
convert sunlight into electricity and has joined 
a reforestation project aimed at offsetting its

CO2 emissions.

want to help my team.” 

McGwire was hired as the Cardinals’ hit- 
ting coach in late November, which obviously 
helped prompt his disclosure. If not for his 
re-entrance into baseball, he might never have 
come clean. 

“I never knew when, but I always knew this 
day would come,” he said, also saying to media 
outlets later that “I hid it from everybody 

“I wish I had never touched steroids. It was 
foolish and it was a mistake. I truly apologize. 
Looking back, I wish I had never played during 


the steroid era.” 

How long did he use steroids and perhaps 
human growth hormone, and how frequently? 
While McGwire, a notorious weightlifting 
freak, claims steroids helped him overcome 
frequent injuries, those questions likely will 
never be answered. 

“I remember trying steroids very briefly in the 
1989-1990 offseason and then after I was injured 
in 1993, 1 used steroids again,” he said in his state- 
ment. “I used them on occasion throughout the 
’90s, including during the 1998 season.”

Another chapter in the seemingly endless 
steroids era saga— one played out in locker 
rooms and courtrooms, the halls of Congress 
and eventually the Hall of Fame— was written 
Monday with Mark McGwire’s admission that 
“I used steroids during my playing career, and 
I apologize.” 

More than a decade after he and the Cubs’ 
Sammy Sosa staged a smashingly successful 
soap-opera-like home run derby, McGwire 
confessed his part was tainted. 

‘After all this time, I want to come clean,” he 
said. 

But while the chapter on McGwire’s involve- 
ment apparently has been completed with 
Monday’s hardly surprising plea, the entire 
book is far from finished. 

Sosa, who appeared with McGwire in 2005 
before a House Government Reform commit- 
tee’s hearing on steroids in baseball, has been 
implicated as failing a 2003 drug test by The 
New York Times. And the national pastime’s 
all-time home run king, Barry Bonds, remains 
under indictment for perjury 




McGwire infamously became part of that 
nationally televised congressional hearing, 
repeatedly taking the Fifth Amendment and 
saying he refused to “talk about the past.” 

Drug tests, or even rules regarding steroids, 
were not baseball law in 1998, or in 2001 when 
McGwire retired, in part because he had tired 
of the constant media allegations. 

On Monday, in his admission statement 
released to the Tribune and other media out- 
lets, McGwire said: 

“I was not in a position to do {this] five years 
ago in my congressional testimony, but now I 
feel an obligation to discuss this and to answer 
questions about it. I’ll do that, and then I just

The new album has a summery, almost tropical feel. 
Do you agree? 

I think it almost always depends on the song, I abso- 
lutely associate a song like “Diplomat’s Son” with 
summer, but then “I Think Tbu’re a Contra” or even 
“Giving Up the Gun”— those are different seasons, 
to me. 

The reason I ask Is because right now In Chicago It’s 
18 degrees outside and snowing with freezing fog, I 
wonder what effect you thought the album coming 
out In January would have In places like Chicago. 

I guess you’re kind of longing for nice weather and 
warmth and sunshine in the winter, and it’s a funny 
thing if we can provide that in one way or another, 
musically I think the relationship you have with 
time that’s passed and time that’s going to come can 
be interesting. Maybe we’re sort of channeling that. 


You guys have been received well In Britain, another 
place not known for Its cheerful weather. What do 
you think about British people taking to your music 
so well? 

We all listened to so many British bands growing 
up, and I think that we held them up as definite 
influences when we were starting this band— think- 
ing about Elvis Costello’s early records or thinking 
about The Clash, Those are sounds that I think 
make it into the big picture of Vampire Weekend, 
The fact that people do like our music in Britain, 
which is certainly a gray country, doesn’t surprise me 
because there are strands of British music in what 
we do. 

The sophomore release Is a notoriously difficult 
hurdle to Jump for bands with critically acclaimed 
debuts, like your first album was. Was this something 
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you were conscious of while you were making

‘Contra* delves deep 


Vampire Weekend introduced a unique mix 
of pop, reggae and African rhythms on its 
self- titled debut, and the quartet delivers an 
even richer musical landscape on its second 
CD. 

On “Contra,” electronic beats blend with 
African and Brazilian drums, topped with 
tinkling pianos, sweeping violins, playful 
marimbas, and layers of percussion and 
electric guitar. The result is a big, full sound 
that’s dense and light at the same time, with 
multiple melodies and instruments coloring 
each track. 

The catchy “Diplomat’s Son” reveals the 
band’s talent for mixing up rhythms and 
musical styles. A blend of reggae, dancehall 
and Bollywood influences, the song changes 
tempo midstream to show off finger-picked 
guitars and a chorus of violins. 

Though upbeat like the first album, 
“Contra” delves into deeper territory the- 
matically “Holiday” is a bouncy ska track 
that touches on themes of war. 

“Taxi Cab,” which relies on an electronic 
backbone dressed with delicate piano and 
deep cello, is a ballad about a relationship 
gone wrong. 

Lead singer Ezra Koenig works the Auto- 
tune on “California English,” a driving track 
rich with harmonies and strings (“It doesn’t 


sound like T-Pain,” he stresses in press 
notes). 

The closing song, “I Think UR a Contra,” 
seems to encapsulate the band’s evolu- 
tion on this album: It layers vocal styles 
and experimental harmonies atop guitars, 
strings, piano and electronic sounds.

“Contra”? 

Our first record went a lot farther than I had 
expected it to. It achieved a lot more success 
and we became a much bigger band than I 
thought we would when we started out. But 
at the same time you do sort of realize that, 
yeah, our album got good reviews and sold a 
bunch of copies, but there’s plenty of vitriol 
against our band that’s very easy to get to. So 
you certainly don’t feel like you’re the king 
of the world or unstoppable or that you have 
to live up to this certain level of greatness, 
because there’s not a general consensus out 
there, and that’s sort of the nature of being a 
musician now. 

Back in the day, if you didn’t like a band 
you’d say to your friend, “Oh, I think that

band sucks.” But now you can put your opin- 
ion online where other people can read it. It 
just ultimately shows that there’s a diversity of 
opinion out there, and maybe it’s a good thing. 


because you have to become more self-reliant. 

Your music is optimistic-sounding for the most 
part, but there also are darker streaks such as 
mentions of violence in the lyrics or melan- 
cholic tinges to the melodies. I was wondering 
how purposeful this balance is. 

That’s something that we definitely think 
about and talk about. And I think it’s a lot more 
accurate experience of the life that we live— it’s 
not like we’re constantly elated 24 hours a day; 
and there are moments when we’re sad, but 
we’re not deeply depressed all the time. 

Vampire Weekend pulls from a lot of different 


influences and melds them together. What 
contemporary groups do you feel might be 
working on similar projects— kindred spirits, so 
to speak? 

Kindred spirit is a good word, instead of doing 
a direct comparison. In terms of bands that 
really pull from a lot of places, the Very Best 
album, “Warm Heart of Africa,” is a really cool 
record. Our singer Ezra {Koenig} was on it. 
We’re friends with Dirty Projectors, and I feel 
like they’re sort of similar. And I really like 
this Argentinean guy Matias Aguayo who put 
out an album a couple months ago. His stuff is 
really interesting, and it’s kind of all over the 
place— it has a ton of different influences.

When NBC ditched its stark police drama 
“Southland” last year, co-star Michael 
Cudlitz didn’t take the news sitting down. 

He criticized NBC for its lack of support 
and rallied fans to save the show, practi- 
cally channeling his “Southland” character. 

Officer John Cooper, who dismisses bogus 
91 1 callers with a cold stare and sharp 
words, 

“I don’t back off of anything I 
said,” Cudlitz told me last week in 
Chicago before a preview screening of 

“Southland,” which gets new life on TNT at 9 p,m, Tuesday “It’s 
all true, you know? It’s the truth. It’s not sour grapes; it’s not me 
whining „, {My critics] can just go pound sand,” 

Cudlitz was floored by the positive reaction when fans launched 
“save our show” campaigns, TNT will air the seven Season i epi- 
sodes NBC aired, then six from the unaired Season 2, If the 
show performs well, TNT may order a new season of the 
series, 

“We’re ecstatic,” Cudlitz said of the cast, creators and 
crew of the series. They’re optimistic too, “With all of 
the support from TNT, if we don’t draw the viewers 
that we need then we don’t deserve to be on television. 
That being said. I’m absolutely certain we wiU,” 

Since TNT is airing the series from the beginning, 
there’s no need to catch viewers up. But as far as 
Cudlitz’s Cooper goes, the veteran cop is partnered 
with rookie Ben Sherman, played by Benjamin 
McKenzie of “The 0 ,C,” Cooper hazes Sherman in 
the early going, but his tough exterior changes with 
each episode and sometimes each scene, Cudlitz 
believes that ambiguity is fascinating and a more 
realistic way to tell the story of the two partners, 

“I think in our show people will say things com- 
pletely contrary to what they’ve said before or done 
; before and there’s no explanation for it,” he said, 
“That’s how people talk, that’s how people act in 
real life,

Simon Cowell says this will be his last sea- 
son on ‘American Idol.” 

The cranky judge told TV crit- 
ics Monday in Pasadena, Calif., that 
“The X Factor,” the hit show he cre- 
ated in Britain, will join Fox’s schedule 
next year. Cowell will be on “The X 
Factor.” 

Cowell’s decision is the biggest 
threat yet to what has been this coun- 
try’s most popular TV program and a 
true cultural force. 

Asked if he thinks “Idol” will survive 
without him, Cowell said he is positive 
it will. 

“In my opinion, I think it’s like having 
a good player in a good football team ... 
when the player retires from the team it 

will continue to be successful. ‘Idol’ is not my show, but it’s very 
close to me. I genuinely believe this show can last for lo or 20 
years. I’m confident it will continue to be No. i.” 

Fox President Peter Rice added: “Simon is irreplaceable, but it’s 
going to be incumbent onus to make sure {the show] stays strong.” 
He would not speculate on possible replacements for Cowell. 
“We have to take our time on that,” Price said. “We have to make 
sure the chemistry of the judges is as good as it can be.” 

Cowell said it would have been difficult for him to do both shows. 
While he makes a reported $36 million a year on ‘American Idol,” he 
owns “The X Factor” and could make much more if the show takes 
off
